Traffic Census On Bad Crossing 


On March 6 council took a traffic census at the intersec- 


tion of Millers and Kororoit.Creek Roads. This census was 
the outcome of council’s decision one month ago to approach 
the traffic commission with a request for stop and go lights 


at this intersection. 


When approaching the commission it is necessary to give 
full details and the traffic census is one of the requirements. 


It is interesting to note that 
in comparison with a census 
taken during March, 1958, that 
the traffie crossing the inter- 
section from 7 am. to 7 p.m. 
has practically doubled. The 
figures, 8,264 vehicles in 1963 
and 4,567 vehicles in 1958, gives 
a traffic increase of 125% per 
annum. This rate of increase 
means that traffic will double 
every six years. 

The number of vehicles 

was made up by 2,765 

vehicles entering the inter- 








section from the north, 2,601 
from the south, 1,695 from 
the east and 1,203 from the 
west, giving a total of 8,264 
vehicles. 


Cr. J. J. Ginifer, who is very 
averse to any flashing light 
traffic signals, asked the 
council to also give considera- 
tion to .the desirability of 
having pedestrian crossings 
(including children's crossings) 
within the shire converted to 
the press button Waik/Don’t 
Walk type. 


As there are certain stan- 
dard requirements before this 
type of signal will be installed 
Cr. Ginifer asked that a cen- 
sus of pedestrians using cros- 
sings and vehicles passing over 
the crossings be taken at all 
pedestrian crossings in the 
shire. When these figures are 
available further considera- 
tion will be givén to see if 
pedestrian-operated signals are 
warranted. *

The statements made by Mr. Frank Sheehan, 
Vice-President of the Real Estate and Stock Institute 
of Victoria, following his investigations overseas, 
has resulted in support for the idea of a Federal 
Housing Authority of a type which has been operat- 
ing successfully in America and Canada for many 


years, 
Mr. 


Sheehan said that Americans were only 


obliged to pay low deposits on both new and existing 
homes because there was a Federal Housing Author- 


ity guaranteeing loans on 


the first mortgage equity. 


He said that after making allowance for all factors, 
Australia was very much worse off in home finance 


Mr. Frank Foy, secretary of 
the Real Estate and Stock In- 
stitute of Australia, said that 
the establishment of an FHA 
in Australia was a very im- 
portant part of the Australian 
Institute’s tenpoint plan to 
provide more finance for 
homes. 


The Australian Institute has 
made representations to the 
Federal Government—
